W. or any other mine labor organ- 
ization, and the employe will not 
Join or belong to any such union or 
organization and will not aid, en- 
courags or approve the orgaizatton 
thereof, it being understood thaTthe'*&Scond week of the strike Is" expected 
policy of said company is to operate 
a non-union mine, that it will not 
enter into any contract of employ- 
ment under any other conditions. 


"If and when said relation of em- 


plojer and emploje, at any time and 
und<.r any circumstances, terminates, 
the emploje agrees that he will not 
tl en or thereafter in any manner 
molest, annoy, or interfere with the 
busmecs, customers or employes of 
the employer, and will not aid or 
encourage anyone else in so doing." 


ITS PREAMBLE. 


Ihe preamble to the contract re- 


c.teg that it is made: 


"In order to preserve to each man 


the right to do such work as he 
pleases and lor whom he pleasea and 
the right to payment In proportion 
for services rendered, to preserve the 
natural and constitutional right of 
individual contract, to preserve to 
each Individual the fruits o£ his own 
labor and to promote the Interest of 
both parties."

Encounters Giant Water-

Now Tork, April 15.—The story of 


a glgantlo waterspout which chased 
the Cunard liner Carmanla half an 
nour and then

Production of soft coal during the 


by the Geological Survey to approx- 
imate 4,000,000 tons, a little higher 
figure than the output during the 
first week. Coal still remains a drug 
on the market, however, and scores 
of non-union mines are running on 
part time purely for lack of orders. 
Others are loading coal and shipping 
it away to trio nearest railroad junc- 
tlun point, to be re-consigned later, 
when buyers are found. This policy 
is followed largely to keep the non- 
union labor timployed and contented.

Knotted Cords 


Make Noisy Lines 


The cloth-covered cord which connects your telephone 


instrument with the bell box and the cord running to the tele- 
phone receiver are each made up of a number of fine wires 
covered with light insulation. If these cords were not made 
in this way they would not be flexible. They are necessarily 
delicate and easily put out of order by misuse. 


Subscribers are requested to avoid twisting and knotting 


the telephone cords as this wears through the insulation, 
breaks the fine wires and causes short circuits. The first effect 
is usually a scratching noise in the receiver and later the tele- 
phone is put out of service entirely.

Charge. 


SY GLADYS ARNE. 


Cedar Rapids, Iowa, Aprl 15.—When 


Ellis Cutting, 85, of this city, was 
reminded today ot a dispatch from 
London telling: •>£ the death of a man 
believed to be the last survivor of 
the "Charge of the Light Brigade," 
Immortalized in the lines of Alfred 
Tepnyson, he reared right up in his 
arm chair, in spite of a touch of the 
rheumatism, and announced: 


"N»t wh le Oi'm alive, he am't." 


And 
"Foln Tpim Cutting," as his 


friends call him in mimicry of his 
rich Irish brogue, now furnishes a 
n?v version of the fatal charge of 


the "Noble Six Hundred,' not as his- 
torian, or poet, but as participant. 


TELLS OP COMMANDER. 


"The Light Brigade, the Fourth and 


Thirteenth 
Dragoons, 
Eighth 
and 


Eleventh Hussards and Seventeenth 
Lancers ivas commanded by Lord 
Cardigan. He was a rich old boy, I 
remember. He tool: great pride In 
the looks of his men and out of his 
own pockets took the money to buy 
finer horses and a better quality of 
red trousers *or his cherry legs. 


"\Ve were l>ing inactive on the 


ridge by Ba.aclava that twenty-fifth 
day of October, 1854. I was seven- 
teen. I'd enlisted in London the year 
before in the Eleventh Hussards. 


"bonder on the heights and at left 


and right on the ridges were the 
Russians, their 
big guns 
polntln' 


their noses at us down the valley, 


THEN THE ORDERS. 


"I saw

WAS SLAUGHTER.. 


"There's no mistake about that. 


The big guns opened their mouths, 
belching smoke and flame. They bel- 
lowed like beasts In a rage. They 
swept us down like grass. 


"I saw noth ng. felt nothing, heard 


nothing, riding Into a blind fury, but 
knew I could bury my sabre In a 
Russian's heart if I got nigh him. 


"After us came the Heavies, un- 


der Lord Scarlett. They were charg- 
ing like bulls at a haystack. 


"When we came back, a few strag- 


glers, It was over heaps of the dead 
and dying, through pools of blood. 
There were not many of us." 


SAYS ONLY SIX. 


Some histories say that thirteen 


returned from the fatal mistake in 
the Crimea. Some say eleven. Some 
place the number as high aa one- 
third of the total number. But Ellis 
Cutting says there was only six. He 


was one. Lord Cardigan was an- 
other. 


And with Ms own ears, Ellis Cut- 


ting- says, he heard Lord Raglan 
deny that he had given the orders 
that sent six hundred gallant soldiers 
to their slaughter. 
With his own 


eyes he saw Lord Cardigan draw 
from his glove that note which the 
aide-de-camp 
h a d 
delivered, and 


holding It out to the aged general, 
query: "Is this your hand-writing?" 
A ten-minute word tattle followed. 
But as for Captain Nolan, If he might 
have solved the mystery, his lips 
were sealed forever. He had been 
among the first to fall In the charge 
of the Light Brigade. 


"RAGLAN OLD FOGEY.' 


This is Ellis Cutting's terse expla- 


nation of 't: 


"Lord Raglan was an old fogey. He 


didn't have any business at the head 
of that army. He gave the orders In 
good faith. Afterwards he knew It 
was a slop-over." 


And, having thus fought again that 


famous battle In the Crimea, the 
"last survivor" settled back In his 
arm chair to remember his rheuma- 
tiz. 


WILLIAM M. GRAY

It was the an- 
niversary of the first international 
which e-nlnated from the little group 
of believers In the resurrection cf 
Christ who attempted in form a 
Christian commun.ty

tioV?: boundaries 
which, however, 


en the eve of the second centu.-y 
rr -»fl .'self we.ik and Ineffectual. 


MAT.X ENTERS. 


In 15«4 a new !:,;ernatlonal sprang 


up 'founded by Carl Marx. It called 
Itself the First Internationale al- 
though the founders believed thev 
-ere co-.tlnuing the Galileean spirit 
proposed in Eom3. Had not Jesus 
himself 
called 
the 
poorest 
and 


h"vle«t laden to Him and promised 
them the kingdom of Heaven 
Hr.d 


He rot driven the money changers 
f-om the terr.ple and publlcy taught 
that It would be easier for the camel 
to go through the eye of a needle 
than fo" a rich man to enter Heaven? 
Despite, the noblest 
of principles. 


Marx's Internationale soon was the 
•ubjeot of quarrels and of sectarian 
dispute*. 


TAKE SOLEMN OATHS. 


Then came the. organization of the 


• gecond Internationale. 
At 
first 
It 


seemed Invincible. 
It caused gov- 


ernments to tremble and flourished 
In the face of the strongest of police 
»nd military opposition. Therefore 
it came to be regarded by the work- 
ingmen as pious Christians regard 
the future of the world. In July, 
191.4, when the horizon of Europe al- 
ready was cloudy, the leaders of the 
Internationale proclaimed that the'r 
principles would be stronger than 
patriotism, that the working class's 
•would not degrade themselves by 
fratricide. 


AND BREAKS THEM. 


But on mobilization day the veil 


of words was-rent asunder. 
Men 


rushed wildly to the colors and the 
party called—to give It its full name 


"The Internationale Revolutionary 


People for the Liberation of Social 
Democracy" became the 
strongest 


•upporters of the military bouegeols 
governments. 
Even orthodox Marx- 


ists like the- Russian, Flechanow; 
tin Frenchman, Guesrte; the Belgian, 
Var.&ervelde; 
and 
-.he- 
anarchist, 


Prince Koropatkln, supported their 
oountrVa cause. Those who confess- 
ed Internationalism, like Lenin, were 
exiled, or like Carl Lelbknecht, were 
Imprisoned and forced to make boots. 


THEN" THE 1HIP.D. 


Later another Internationale was 


started, this time In the Swiss town 
of ZImmerwald. A eecord, consider- 
ed dead since the Bolshevist revolu- 
tion of 1917, had forced a dictator- 
ship on the vast empire of the former 
ciar, was revived and a call Issued 
for all peoples between the White 
and Yellow seas to rally to Its stan- 
dard. 
With war over a third one, 


Ilkewl3» supposed dead, was resur- 
rected In Vienna, 


Thslr leaders 
Invleged 
against 


each othe$ louder than the ancient 
Trojans and Greeks before a battle. 
The third enjoyed the prestige of 
being the first proletarian Btate to 
Influence the East—Turkey, Persia, 
India. 
The second, especially 
or- 


ganized for trades unions, was ex- 


pected to ensure the money neces- 
sary for economic and social war, 
Consequently there arose a desire to 
co-operate. This was the reason for 
the Berlin gathering. It has made 
little progress despite a great dis- 
play of rhetoric.

tionale mass demonstration, has been 
called for April 20. 


AFTER TRADE. 


The contrasting Russian viewpoint 


was noteworthy. 
At Moscow, Ijenin, 


speaking on the Russian economic 
condition, said, "We are not going 
to Moscow as communists but as 
business men meaning

get as 


much as possible for the Russian 
trade." 
At the Berlin conference

;aught-up pigtails for barristers and 
great chest-covering wigs for mag- 
istrates. 


THEN WOMEN CAMEJ 


In two centuries nothing has dis- 


turbed the even routine of the little 
shop like the decision to admit wo- 
men to the bar. 
Would they wear 


wigs—men's wigs, or would they go 
into court with heads sacrlligiously 
uncovereC? That was an Important 
question. When precedents are brok- 
en life becomes a demnltion confu- 
sion. The committee of judges and 
benchers of the Inns of court, how- 
ever, ended the worries of the wig- 
makers. 
They decided that the dress 


of women barristers In court should 
conform to the following rules: 


THE STIPULATION. 


(1) Ordinary 
barristers' 
wigs 


should be worn and should completely 
cover and conceal the hair. 


(2) 
Ordinary 
barristers' 
gowns 


should be worn. 


(3) Dresses should be plain, black, 


or very dark, high in the neck, with 
long sleeves, and not shorter than the 
gown, with high, plain white collar 
and barristers' bands; or plain coats 
and skirts may be worn, black or very 
dark, not shorter than the gown, with 
plain white bands and high collars 
and barristers' bands. 


SECRET KEPT. 


There Is no question that Mr. Rav- 


cnscroft's day was spoiled for him by 
my questioning. In the first place 
he suspected that I wanted to learn 
the secrets of his trade—to launch a 
powdered wig business in New York, 
perhaps—and he told me rather rude- 
ly that the secret of the Ravenscroft 
wig had been kept for two centuries 
and would be kept for two centuries 
more.

Even the local Demo 
erats In Pennsylvania-concede that 
The Pensylvanla Democrats regan 
It as possible that out of the com 
plexltles attending Plnchot's 
effor 


to win the Republican nomination 
and because the Democratic candl 
date for governor, McSparran, Is an 
exceptionally strong man. 


OUTSIDE CHANCE). 


A actuation may arise which would 


give the Democrats a chance to elect 
a governor In Pennsylvania for the 
flr&t time In thirty-two years. 
As 


to the two senators, however, the 
Democrats have no hope. They con- 
cede that whatever two Republicans 
win the nomination at the primaries 
on May 16th, will be elected in No- 
vember. 


Forthe succession to Senator Knox, 


who was credited to the Western end 
of the state, there Is only one candi- 
date. He is a relatively young man 
named Reed, who has Seen a junior 
member of tha late Senator Knox's 
law firm In Pittsburgh.

He was a 
conductor on the B. & O. railroad for 
many years and Is expected to get 
much of the labor vote,

Patrol Will Enforce Motor

form the nucleus of the state force 


REPORT DAILT.

to report dally to their chief, John 
M. Stack, at Kankakee.

Overhaul Engine Before 


Starting On Auto Trip 


Import ml to Have Power Plant In Good Order For 


a Long Journey. 


The second division of your auto- 


mobile to be given the once over In 
preparation for your summer tour 13 
the power plant. Mind, this Is not 
• aying that :-our er.glne Is all wrong 
or that there is anything wrong. 
But It there Is anything wrong now 
is the time to find It out and have 
It corrected. Don't take it for grant- j 
ed that because your engine is run- 
ning pretty well about home It is 
all right for a long road trip. An 
engine that may be good enough for 
a year about home may not be good 
enough for a ten days' steady road 


WILL XEED ALL. 


An engine has been known to purr 


so sweetly when running idle as to 
cause an expert to exclaim with de- 
light, yet this same engine when it 
got on a hill with some real work to 
do was found to have two of the 
cylinders delivering so little power 
that It wouldn't lift your hat off. 
The point is that when you start on 
your automobile tour your engine 
should be delivering pretty close to 
one hundred per cent of the power 
that it was built to deliver. You will 
need all of it somewhere on your 
trip. You will encounter hills such 
as you perhaps never saw 
before j 


and lots of them. You will find sand 
and mud and rocks—all of a kind 
and 
quantity to test your engine 


power. 


This Is not a technical article on 


!K.\V to overhaul your engine. Un- 
less your car has run more than ten 


thousand miles, or has been sub- 
jected to a good deal of abuse, it is 
quite likely that it does not 
need 


a thorough overhauling. 
But If it 


has been op^ratefl for as long a pe- 
riod as a year !.t is pretty sure to 
need some attention. It may be that 
it needs nothing more than the car- 
bon removed and the valves ground. 
That Is a job which you can do your- 
self if you have the time and incli- 
nation. You possibly will not do it 
quite as, well as an expert motor 
mechanic but you are likely to do it 
better than the third assistant roust- 
about in an automobile shop. 


EXAMINE CYLINDERS. 


While you have the cylinder head 


off Is a good time to critically ex- 
amine No. 1 and Xo. 2 cylinders, f 
your car is a Ford. Thor 
are the 


cylinders that are first to score and 
the inspection should be made by an 
expert. If you find that the pistons 
are loose or the cylinder walls scored 
It is a job for a real repairman. And. 
of course, if anything has to be done 
to those cylinders in thR way of re- 
boring or reaming the car needs to 
go to a well-equipped shop. 


LOOK AFTER BEARINGS. 


But while you are on this job It 


pays to have it done right. It costs 
real money to tear an engine down, 
and while it is down everything that 
needs doing should 
be 
done. Of 


course the bearings should he looked 
after and the crankshaft bearing 
will, no doubt, be found to need 
tightening. 
If your main bearings 


are worn or connecting rods are 


sprung that Is something else again 
that calls for expertness and shop 
appliances. Incidentally the 
Inside 


oil pipe should be cleaned and other 
little things that need attention given 
it. 


Your transmission bands should be 


renewed and possibly the magneto 
given 
some attention. 
When any 


part of your engine mechanism is 
found to be worn or defective, yet 
too good to discard, Just make up 
your mind that It Is too bad to use 
and replace it. 


WILL SAVE EXPENSES. 


Of course' this power plant job 


may amount to very little In the 
amount of work required, or if it 
necessitates the general overhauling 
of the engine It will run Into a good 
bit of money. But if the work Is 
done by a man who thoroughly un- 
derstands his business it is worth all 
it costs. It will add largely to the 
pleasure of your trip, It will save In 
operating expenses and it will avoid 
possible serious delays on the road. 


After you have had your engine 


gone over you may have some trou- 
ble with it In the beginning. If It 
lias had a general overhauling you 
are certain to have trouble. It will 
take time to get It limbered up and 
running smoothly. It is likely to 
have to go back to the shop^once or 
oftener for minor adjustments. This 
is why you should have this job out 
of the way well In advance of start- 
ing your trip. But if the engine has 
been properly overhauled and thor- 
oughly broken In your trip will be 
one long, glad, sweet song of joy. 
Of course you may blow out tires, 
strip the differential gears, break a
